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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

1. Claims 1-58 are rejected because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory subject matter. Claims 1-58 recite a process comprising the steps of entering, 
applying, processing and entering. Based on Supreme Court precedent, a proper 
process must be tied to another statutory class or transform underlying subject matter to 
a different state or thing {Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981); Parker y. Flook, 
437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane 
V. Deener, 94 U.S. 780,787-88 (1876)). Since neither of these requirements is met by 
the claim, the method is not considered a patent eligible process under 35 U.S.C. 101 . 
To qualify as a statutory process, the claim should positively recite the other statutory 
class to which it is tied, for example by identifying the apparatus that accomplished the 
method steps or positively reciting the subject matter that is being transformed, for 
example by identifying the material that is being changed to a different state. 
Applicant is advised to satisfy the statutory requirements for the claims. Applicant is also 
advised not to add any new matter to the specification or the claims. 

2. Claims 1-29 are rejected because the claimed invention lacks patentable utility. 
Independent claim 1 does not have a concrete result because it has a conditional 
ending, namely because the entering into the agreement "if he guaranty application is 
approved. 

3. Claims 57-58 are rejected because the claimed invention is directed to non- 
statutory Subject matter. 
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35 use 101 requires that in order to be patentable the invention must be a "new 
and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and 
useful improvement thereof (emphasis added). 

A claim directed to or including within its scope a human being will not be 
considered to be patentable subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101 . The claims recite 
within its scope a human being (tiers of users). Per Commissioner Quigg's notice 
published at 1077 OG 24 (April 21, 1987), " a claim directed to or including within its 
scope a human being will not be considered to be a patentable subject matter under 35 
U.S. C. 101". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 

disclosure which is not enabling. A step critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Independent claim 1 does not 
have a concrete result because it has a conditional ending, namely because the 
entering into the agreement "if he guaranty application is approved. 

5. Claims 57-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, because the 
invention is not operable due to a lack of structure. Applicant's framework may be a 
system or an apparatus, or neither of these. 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Independent claim 1 does not have a concrete result 
because it has a conditional ending, namely because the entering into the agreement 

"if he guaranty application is approved. 

7. Claims 57-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because it is not 
clear which of the five statutory classes these claims belong in. 

Amendments 

8. Applicant is advised to cite the location in the disclosure of any amendments 
applicant may make in response to this office action. 

EXAMINATION: In view of the above ambiguities the examiner is unable to make an 
art rejection.
